brother of the owner of the Asisbaugh 
home; Mabei Ashbaugb, 12 years old; 
Harry Ashbangh. 10 years old, and 
James Asbbaugh, 9 years old. 


The injured are: Herruaa Ashbaugli. 


8 years old. burned in such a manner 
tnbat recovery is very doubtful; Mrs: 
Ashbaugh.

Jumping from a second-story window; 
John Ashbaugh. 
the 
husband and 


father, seriously burned and suffering 
from exposure; two young children, 
jpainfully burned. 


The affair happened at an early hour 


in the morning and the fire was un- 
doubtedly caused by an overheated 
stove. Mr. Ashbaugh had got up in 
the morning, replenished the fuel in 
the kitchen stove a.nd then went back 
to bed. 
He was awakened a short 


time afterwards by smoke entering 
the room he occupied, ana jsimping 
from bed he found the lower part of 
the house ablaze. He ran through the 
house and awakened every one, and 
then made his way outside with his 
two smallest children. 
He hurried 


back and looked for his wife, brother 
"ana 
four other children, who were 


pied by the children, but only one, the 
S-year-oM boy. Herman, was there. He 
could hear the screams of the four 
others In a room 
across the hall, 


where it is supposed they were lured 
in their bewilderment, supposing it 
to be a way out ef the house. Mr. 
Ashbaugh could not enter the room. 
The flames were so fierce that he was 
compelled to fight his way from the 
house. Meantime Mrs. Ashbaugh had 
jumped from an upper story window 
and was lying on the ground, with a 
broken leg and suffering from Internal 
injuries and burns. 
Mr. Ashbaugh 


dragged his wife and the three chil- 
dren farther away from the burning 
house, the walls of which •were now 
falling in. He carried bundles of hay. 
straw ana feed sacks from the barn, 
with 
winch he wrapped 
them up- 


Then, tying his own feet, which were 
badly burned and cut, in sacks, and 
*rith nothing en but bis night clothes, 
and they having been partly burned 
off him, he ran over a raile through 
the snow and zero weather to the 
homes of neighbors and gave the 
alarm.

The girl was 


fair'y roasted alive, her entire body 
being charred to a crisp. 


Just how the sa-3 accident occurred 


no one is able to say. 
Miss Vickers 


retired to the bathroom, situated near 
her o\vn epartnaeni. 
Half 
an hour 


later she came rushing forth, envel- 
oped in fiames. screaming for help. 
Several of her fellow-students ran to 
her assistance end endeavored to beat 
out the flames, waich were gradually 
but ssircly consuming the entire per- 
son of the yonng girl. Like a naming 
torch the '.infcrtunaze girl ran about 
tho hallway, while the frantic stu- 
der.it who had responded to her cries 
for help, threw shawls, wraps and 
blankets over tho burning girl in their 
efforts to smother the names. 


Medical assistance was promptly 


summoned, but when the physicians 
arrived Miss Vickers was unconscious 
from the terrible bums. The flames 
had been beaten out. hut not before 
the sk:n was charred to a crisp. 


The girl was taken to her room and 


everything possible was done to alle- 
viate her suffering. Miss Vickers lin- 
gered for about five hours, and died 
•without regaining consciousness. 


It was said that Miss Vickers. be- 


lieving that she was suffering from 
leprosy, ccvsred her skin with alcohol 
to remove the disease. She poured a 
large quantity of the spirits on her, 
and while thus covered the alcohol 
caught fire, and before she could help 
herself was enveloped in a mass of 
flames. Another rumor had it that 
Miss Vickers committed suicide, but 
this was strongly denied.

FIRE HORROR IN MEXICO 


San Antonio. Tex.. Dec. 23.—News 


has just reached here of a Sre in the 
city of Zacatecas. ia the 
Mexican 


state of the same name, in which about 
45 lives were lost. The fire was in the 
principal market building ov.-ned bf 
the cityi an<! broke out In the cellar. 
In order to save as much of the meat 
stored in the cellars as possible, a 
large force of men were order-?:! by 
the auihoriti?? into the burning struc- 
ture, and while this force was work- 
ing the Sanifs burned their way to the 
top of the market, completely envel- 
oping it. The building collapsed, the 
crumbling walls burying a large num- 
ber of the men in the cellars under 
the ruins. 


The latest advices from Zacatecas 


state that 15 clc-ad bodies have been 
taken from the ruins. Among those 
baugat in the collapse were several 
minor officials charged with the man- 
agement cf the building. The moans 
and cries of those who had not besri 
killed outright could be heard. Many 
of them begged to be killed before 
the fire could reach them, as they 
saw there was no hope of rescue. As 
soon as possible an effort was made 
to get cut the bodies of the dead, but 
the heat drove back the rescuers for 
hours, and only fifteen of those whrJ 
were nearest the outer walls of thV- 
building could be removed. Exactly 
how many have been killed cannct be 
known until the ruins shall be com- 
pletely cleared away, and this work; 
with the primitive methods in use, 
will occupy days.

An 
important fact in Its manufacture is 
the fact that a large proportion of the 
nitrogen of the coal is recovered in 
tlie form of sulphate of ammonia, 
which brings about $2 for every ton 
of slack used in the process.

Soak a pint cf navy beans over night 
or for ten hours.

Make gravy from the 
pan: pour this over tbe beans and 
serve with the meat. 


Cream of Chicory Soup—Wash and

flour: add gradually a quart of hot 
milk, the chicory, a teaspconfm of salt 
and one-fourth as uiueh white pep- 
per. 
Let it simmer fifteen minutes, 


then serve with croutons. 


Mushrooms Baked In Milk—Peel the 


mushrooms and cut into pieces the size 
of an oyster. Use enough to make a 
pint of wild ones. 
Season with a. 


saltspoonful of salt and a third as 
much pepper; add half a tablespoon- 
ful of butter in bits. Place in a but- 
tered baking dish and poi:r over milk 
to nearly cover them; sprinkle the 
top with bread crumbs and bake twen- 
ty minutes in a brisk oven; serve.

As a result of the cold weather and a 


- "corner," engineered by Chicago pack- 
- «rs, New York is threatened by an egg 


famine. Long Island eggs sold Satur^ 
day at $10.30 a case, or at the rate of 36 


- cents a dozen wholesale. For inferior 
c brands dealers demanded 30 and 33 cents 
i a dozen. "Armour & Co, and Swift & 
Co," said James W. Boyle, a Washing- 
ton street dealer, "have in cold storage, 
according to advices to the trade, a half 
-million cases, or fifteen million dozen 
eggs, which were purchased at an aver- 
age price of about twenty-three cents a 
dozen. These supplies are held in the 
-*torage warehouses of the beef compa- 
;aies and are a speculative investment. 
•If the whole lot should be sold now at 
thirty-five cents a dozen the 'corner1 
would yield the holders of the eggs a 


• gross profit amounting to $1,800.000." 


This is not the first time that the west- 


ern packers have "cornered" the esg 
market. Two years ago Armour & Co° 
through agents, purchased nearly a mil.' 
lion cases of eggs in the poultry raising 
States of the West and held "them in 
storage for an advance. The "corner" 
--was not broken on that occasion until 
-the price of eggs reached forty-five cents 
a dozen at retail. Armour & Co's pro- 
fit.: were placed at $2,000,000.

The cold weather serves as a waning 


of winter, one of whose announce- 
ments is the formation of an obscur- 
ing crust cf frost on shop windows. A 
writer in The Iron Age, probably en- 
gaged in the hardware business, says 
that he had a great deal of trouole of 
that sort at one time, but finally dis- 
covered how to avert it. "At first," he 
says, "an old experienced contractor 
called at the store, who. after having 
the trouble explained to him. answered. 
Bore holes at the bottom of the 
window/ This was done, but it did 
not remedy the matter. Another man 
was sent for. He said. 'Air should be 
let in at the top.' Holes were made 
again, with no better results. At last, 
deciding to try to. discover the trouble, 
the writer closed the back of the win- 
dow tightly, applying weather strips 
to large joints, then loosened the out- 
side moulding holding the plate glass. 
The result was a success—a glass dust 
proof and free from frost all winter. 


"When a window has no back parti- 


tion the best thing to do to prevent 
having a frosty -window is to get an- 
other plate glass fixed close to the 
first, say, with about an inch space be- 
tween. If this is done properly the 
•window will never freeze even in the 
coldest of weather. It has been tried 
often, and has -been found to be a suc- 
cess. The additional plate glass is gen- 
erally rented from dealers in that line 
of goods for a few dollar?, put in by 
them in the fall and taken away in the 
spring. Another effective and cheap 
way of preventing frost on a window 
during winter is to rub it -\vith alco- 
hol or glycerine two or three times a 
•week/'"" "

against 'white devils/ the instigators 
maliciously did away with the number 
of little unfortunates, and then held
